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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant is persuasive in setting forth that 
antemortem stress is not a "general anxiety disorder" or a "panic disorder". Applicant is not persuasive in differentiated ennotlon disorder 
from antemortem stress. Applicant does not disclose evidence to support that antemortem stress is not a species of emotion disorder as 
in the case for general anxiety disorder and panic disorder, therefore the rejection is maintained. 

In regards to Chen in view of Pitman, Pitman discloses lysine to treat anxiety. Anxiety is a symptom of the recited disorders of Chen. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have used lysine in the methods disclosed by Chen in order to 
treat the symptom of anxiety. This is further supported by cited precedent which recites, It is prima facie obviousness to select a known 
material based on Its suitability for Its intended use. See Sinclair & Carroll Co. v. Interchemlcal Corp., 325 U.S. 327. 65 USPQ 297 (1945). 
Also, established precedent holds that it is generally obvious to add known ingredients to known compositions with the expectation of 
obtaining their known function. See, e.g., In re Linder, 457 F.2d 506, 507 (CCPA 1972); see also In re Dial, 326 F.2d 430, 432 (CCPA 
1964). Furthermore the primary reference specifically discloses lysine as a preferred amino acid for preparing the compositions of the 
reference and discloses anxiety disorders. The secondary reference supports the incorporation of lysine in treating anxiety disorders by 
disclosing lysine treats anxiety. 
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
